CHARTER 1. 

LEGISLATIVE EXPENSES. 

An Act making appropriations for current legislative expenses, and for 
salaries of supreme and district judges, for the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight. 

Be it enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the following sums, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, are hereby appropriated 
for the purpose herein named, for the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-eight : For per diem 
allowance to members of the legislature, twenty thou- 
sand dollars ; for allowance to president of the senate, 
four hundred dollars; for extra allowance to the 
speaker of the house of representatives, one hundred 
and fifty dollars ; for mileage of members of the legis- 
lature, four thousand two hundred dollars ; for salaries 
of chief justice and associate justices of the supreme 
court, four thousand eight hundred dollars ; for salaries 
of district judges, thirteen thousand five hundred dol- 
lars; for officers and messengers of the senate and 
house of representatives, four thousand dollars ; for 

fuel and lights for legislative halls, two hundred dol-

laxs; for legislative printing, one thousand dollars; 
for printing public documents, five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. The auditor of state is hereby authorized to 
issue his warrants upon the treasurer of the state, for 
the purposes and amounts specified in the first section 
of this act, or so much thereof as may be necessary to 
liquidate all such accounts as may be properly pre- 
sented and authenticated. 

Sec. 3. This act to take eflTect and be in force from 
and after its publication once in the Kansas State 
Journal.

CHAPTER 5. 

BAXTEE SPEINGS. 

An Act for the benefit of the inhabitants of the town of Baxter Springs. 

Whekeas, There are now residing in the town of Bax- 
ter Springs, Cherokee county, Kansas, over 1,000 
inhabitants, and who have never been incorporated 
under or in accordance with the provisions of law ; 
and whereas, the act of the legislature of the State 
of Kansas, approved February 23, 1867, entitled 
''An act to incorporate cities of the State of Kansas 
of the second class, containing more than one thou- 
sand and less than fifteen thousand inhabitants," 
does not provide for the original organization of cities, 
the inhabitants of which have never been incorporated 
as a city, or otherwise : therefore. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the inhabitants of Baxter Springs i«oerpa»ubody. 
are hereby declared to be an incorporated body, under 
the provisions of the above recited act, under the cor- 
porate name of The City of Baxter Springs ; and that 
it shall be lawful for the inhabitants of the said city to 
hold an election for city officers, as provided by said 
act, with six councilmen ; said election to be held on 
the first Monday in April, A. D. 1868, and on the first 
Monday in April of every year thereafter. 
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■ Sec. 2. That the incorporate limits of the city of 
Baxter Springs, in Cherokee county, shaU and does 
include the following described real estate, situate in 
said county of Cherokee and State of Kansas, to wit : 
Beginning at a point on the southern boundary line 
of the Cherokee neutral lands, twenty chains west of 
the comer of sections thirty-five (36) and thirty-six 
(36), township thirty-four (34), S., R. 24, east of the 
sixth (6th) principal meridian ; thence south forty (40) 
chains ; thence east eighty (80) chains ; thence north 
forty (40) chains, to the said Cherokee neutral lands ; 
thence west along said line eighty (80) chains, to the 
place of beginning, and containing three hundred and 
twenty (320) acres of land. 
gjt«iof jnHrfi^ Sec. 3. That the municipal authorities and jurisdic- 
tion of the city of Baxter Springs be, and [the] same is 
hereby extended over all of said described real estate, 
for any and all purposes whatever. 

Sec. 4. That this act shall take efltect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 6. 

BONDS FOR THE STATE PENITENTIARY. 

An Act to provide for tlie issue and negotiation of bonds of the State of Kan- 
sas to aid in tlie construction of tlie penitentiary, and buildings connected 
therewith. 

Be it enacted 'by the LegislatuTe of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That for the purpose of providing for the 
completion and furnishing of the north wing of the 
penitentiary, and for the construction of buildings 
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necessary for the occnpancy and use of the same, fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000) of the bonds of the State 
of Kansas, coupons attached, to "be signed by the 
treasurer, shall be issued, payable thirty years from 
date, and bearing interest at the rate of seven per cent, 
per annum, payable semi-annually, in the city of New 
York, which bonds shall be signed by the treasurer of 
state, and countersigned by the governor and auditor, 
and have the seal of the state attached, and shall 
specify to whom payable, the notes [rate] of interest, 
and the time when the principal and interest shall be 
paid ; and each bond so issued shall not be for a less 
sum than one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer of the state is hereby author- 
ized and directed to obtain suitable blank bonds, to be 
issued as provided in the first section of this act. 

Sec. 3. That the proper officer of the State of Kan- 
sas shall cause to be levied and collected, each year, 
with the other taxes of the state, a sufficient amount to 
pay the interest, as the same accrues, on all bonds is- 
sued under the provisions of this act, and, also, to levy 
and collect a tax sufficient to create a sinking fund for 
the final redemption of such bonds, which tax, when 
paid into the state treasury, shall be and remain a 
specific fund for such purpose only, and shall not be 
appropriated or used in any other way, except as here- 
inafter provided. 

Sec. 4. That the tax mentioned in the third section 
of this act, levied and collected to create a sinking 
fund for the final redemption of the bonds issued under 
this act, shall be invested, annually, if the same can 
be done advantageously by and for the interest of the 
state, by the governor, auditor and treasurer of state, 
in the bonds of the United States, and in the bonds of 
this state, at their market value on the New York 
stock exchange ; but in no case shall the same be pur- 
chased at a higher price than their par value. Bonds 
of the United States, so purchased, shall be held and 
retained by the treasurer until the principal of the 
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bonds issued under this act shall become due, and 
shall then be disposed of at the highest market ratea 
of the New York stock exchange, and the proceeds of 
the sale of such bonds purchased as .aforesaid, shall 
have " Canceled" written across the face of the bonds, 
and of the remaining coupons, and the date of the 
cancelation shall be written on the face of the bond^ 
so canceled ; and the canceled bonds shall then be de- 
posited with the auditor. 

Sec. 5. That whenever the interest on the above 
mentioned bonds shall become due, the same shall be 
paid by the treasurer of the state, upon presentation 
of the proper coupon therefor, at the state treasury, or 
at such banking house in the city of New York as ho 
may previously designate, by notice published in a 
daily newspaper printed in the said city ; and the 
coupons thus paid shall be canceled and filed in the 
auditor's office by the treasurer. 

Sec. 6. That all money realized by the State of Kan- 
sas, from the bonds issued under this act, after paying 
all the necessary expenses of issuing and negotiating 
the same, such expense to be paid, however, only on 
specific appropriation therefor, is hereby appropriated 
to the exclusive use of completing the north wing of 
the penitentiary, and furnishing the same for use and 
occupancy, and for the erection of such suitable build- 
ings as shall be necessary for the employment and dis- 
cipline of the convicts of the penitentiary, and for the 
accommodation of the officers and guards, and for 
such other purposes as the board of directors shall 
deem necessary to render the said north wing of the 
penitentiary safe and available for the confinement of 
the state convicts. 

Sec. 7. The credit of the state is hereby pledged to 
the payment of the interest and principal of the bonds 
mentioned in this act, as the same may become due ; 
and it shall be the duty of the state auditor to register 
said bonds in a book provided for the purpose, which 
registry shall show the date^ number, amount, and to 
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whom is made payable each, of said bonds. The date 
of said bonds shall be so arranged as that the interest 
shall become due on the first day of July and January 
of each year, and they shall be marked '' Penitentiary 
bonds." 

Sec. 8. That the governor of the State of Kansas be 
and he is hereby authorized to sell and dispose of said 
bonds for the State of Kansas, and receive the money 
therefor, which money shall be immediately paid into 
the treasury of the state : Provided^ That the bonds 
herein provided for shall not be sold or delivered for 
a less sum than ninety cents on the dollar. 

Sec. 9. That before the bonds shall be delivered to 
the governor, as contemplated in the last preceding 
section, he shall execute to the State of Kansas a bond 
in the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars, with two 
or more good and sufficient securities, to be approved 
by the attorney general and treasurer, conditioned for 
a faithful discharge of his duties as agent, under and 
by virtue of this act, which bond shall be delivered to 
and filed with the auditor. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication once in the Kansas 
State Journal,

BONDS FOE THE STATE CAPITOL BUILDING. 

As Act to provide for the issuance and sale of one hmidred and fifty 
thousand dollars of the bonds of the State of Kansas, to aid in the com- 
pletion of the east wing of the state capitol building at Topeka. 

Be it enacted hy the Legislature qf the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That "bonds of the State of Kansas, to 
the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
payable thirty years after date, bearing interest at the 
rate of seven per cent, per annum, with coupons at- 
tached, the interest payable semi-annually in the city 
of New York, signed by the governor, with the great 
seal of the state attached, and countersigned and reg- 
istered by the auditor of state, are hereby authorized 
to be issued and sold for not less than ninety cents on 
the dollar ; and the proceeds thereof are hereby ap- 
propriated to the exclusive use of erecting the east 
wing of the state capitol building at Topeka, as provi^ 
ded by law. 

Sec. 2. The auditor of state is hereby authorized and 
directed to provide suitable blank bonds, to be issued 
as directed and provided for in the first section of this 
act, and supervise the issuance of the same. 

Sec. 3. The governor of the state is hereby authorized 
to act as agent of the state, in the sale of the bonds 
herein named : Provided^ That before any bonds are 
delivered to him, to be sold, he shall execute a bond 
to the State of Kansas, in the sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars, with two or more sureties, to be 
approved by the treasurer of state, and conditioned for 
the faithful discharge of his duties as said agent of the 
state, under and by virtue of this act. The bond, when 
so executed, shall be filed with the auditor of the state, 
and when so filed, the auditor shall deliver to the 
governor the said bonds, to be sold as aforesaid ; and 
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the proceeds of the sal^e of said bonds shall be imme- 
diately paid over to the state treasurer. 

Sec. 4. The proper officers of the State of Kansas 
shall cause to be levied and collected, each year, with 
the other taxes of the state, an amount sufficient to 
pay the interest on all bonds issued under this act ; 
and also to levy and collect a tax sufficient to create a 
sinking fund for the final redemption of said bonds ; 
which tax, when paid into the treasury, shall be and 
remain a specific fund for said purpose only. 

Sec. 5. The interest on the bonds provided for in 
this act shall be paid by the treasurer of state when- 
ever due, and payment to be made in the city of New 
York, in such manner as the said treasurer may deem 
proper, and for the best interest of the state, upon the 
presentation of the interest coupons, at such place in 
the said city of New York as he may, by advertisement 
in some newspaper published in said city, designate ; 
and the coupons thus paid shall be canceled by said 
treasurer, and filed with the auditor of state ; and the 
credit of the State of Kansas is hereby pledged to the 
payment pf the interest and principal of the bonds 
herein provided for, as the same may become due. 

Sec. 6. The bonds provided for in this act shall be 
of denominations not less than one thousand dollars 
each ; and it shall be the duty of the auditor of state to 
register the same in a book for that purpose, which regis- 
try shall show the date of the issue, the amount of each 
bond, the number, and to whom made payable, and shall 
make full report thereof in his next annual report there- 
after. The date of all bonds issued under this act shall 
be so arranged as that the interest shall become due on 
the first day of July and January of each year. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication once in the Kansas Daily 
Tribune.

That the board of county commissione 
of Ellsworth county, Kansas, be and are herel 
authorized and empowered to issue the bonds of sa 
county, for any sum not exceeding ten thousand doUa 
($10,000), for the purpose of building a court hous 
jail and bridges in said county. 

Sec. 2. That said bonds herein provided for shall 1 
issued in sums of one hundred dollars each, payat 
in five years from the date thereof, and drawing intere 
at any rate not exceeding ten per cent, per annui 
payable annually, at the office of the treasurer of sa; 
county. 

Sec. 3. That said bonds shall not be sold or neg 
tiated at a price less than ninety cents on the dollar. 

Sec. 4. The said bonds shall have coupons attachei 
and said bonds and coupons shall be signed by tl 
chairman of the board of county commissioners, an 
attested by the clerk of said county. 
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Sec. 6. The board of commissioners of said county 
shall levy, annually, a tax suflScient to pay the interest 
on said bonds, and to provide a sinking fund for the 
final payment of said bonds. 

Sec. 6. As fast as the said sinking fund shall ac- 
cumulate in the treasury, it shall be applied to the 
payment of said bonds, in the order in which they 
shall be presented for payment. The said county 
commissioners may, by notice, call in a suflScient 
number of said bonds to exhaust said sinking fand ;

That the board of county commissioners 
of Jackson county, Kansas, for the purpose of com- 
pleting the county jail now in process of erection at

treasurer as other taxes. 
i>.t7ofM«itr«i«rk. Seo. 3. It shall be the duty of the county clerk of 
said county to register, in a book provided for that 
purpose, the bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act, which said register shall show tie date, number, 
and amount, and to whom issued. 

That whenever any interest becomes due on 
the aforesaid bonds, the treasurer shall pay the same 
out of any money in the treasury for that purpose,

BEIDGE ACEOSS THE MISSOURI RIVER. 

An Act to aathorize the conntj of Leavenworth to subscribe stock for the 
building of a bridge across the Missouri river at or near the city of 
Leavenworth. 

Be it enacted 'by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. Thatthecounty commissioners of Leaven- 
worth county are hereby authorized and empowered 
to subscribe to the capital stock of the Kansas and 
Missouri bridge company, or any other railroad or 
bridge corporation, which shall construct a bridge for 
the crossing of railroad trains, wagons, and other 
vehicles, foot passengers and horsemen, across the 
Missouri river, at or near Leavenworth, Kansas, to an 
amount not exceeding two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars :• Provided^ That no such subscription shall be 
made until the question shall first be submitted to a 
vote of the qualified electors of said county, at some 
general or special election, to be called by the board of 
county commissioners, by first giving twenty days' 
notice thereof in some newspaper published and hav- Pnbu«tton. 
ing general circulation in said county; and in submit- 
ting said question, said board of commissioners shall 
direct in what manner the ballots shall be cast ; and 
the returns shall be made and vote canvassed as re- 
quired by the general election law. 

Sec. 2. If a majority of the votes cast at said elec- Amnjoritjnaomary. 
tion shall be in favor of such subscription, the board 
of county commissioners shall subscribe for the capital 
stock of the company named in the vote authorized 
by the first section of this act, and for the amount au- 
thorized by such vote. 

Sec. 3. The county commissioners of said county, L.Tyofux«t. 
at the next annual levy of taxes after such subscrip- 
tion shall have been made, shall levy upon all the 
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taxable property in said county an amount sufficient 
to pay one-third of the subscription so made, and the 
said amount shall be collected by the officer authorized 
by law to collect taxes in said county, at the time and 
in the manner other taxes are collected ; and when col- 
lected the same shall be and remain in his hands, a 
specific fund for the payment of assessments made 
upon the stock subscribed for by the said county; and 
it shall farther be the duty of said commissioners, an- 
nually thereafter (for the two next succeeding years), 
to levy upon the property aforesaid in said county at 
the time of the annual levy of taxes, one-third of said 
subscription, which, when collected, shall be a specific 
fund, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 4. The county treasurer, or other officer having 
the custody of said funds after their collection, shall 
pay to the duly authorized officer or officers of the 
company to whom such subscription shall be made, 
on the order of the county commissioners, the amount 
duly assessed by said company on the stock of said 
county, as the same shall be called for by said com^ 
pany, and shall take from the proper officer or officers 
of such company, certificates of stock in said company, 
in the name of the county, which shall be the property 
of said county, and be under the sole control of the 
county commissioners : Pr added, That no payment 
shaU be made except upon assessment made upon aU 
the stocks of said company. 

Sec. 6. The county commissioners of said county 
shall elect one of their number, who shall not be a 
director of said company, to cast the vote of the county 
at any election for directors, or at any meeting of the 
stockholders of said company. 

Sec. 6. Upon the subscription being made, as here- 
tofore provided, the said county sh^l be a stockholder 
in such company to the extent of the subscription, in 
the same manner, and entitled to the same rights, and 
subject to the same liabilities, as the other stockholders. 

Sec. 7. If, at any time when an assessmentis duly 
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made, there shall not be sufficient funds in the treas- 
urer' s hands to pay such assessment, the board of 
county commissioners may borrow sufficient funds to 
pay such assessment. 

Sec. 8. In addition to the amount authorized to be 252*25 JT^ 
levied by section three of this act, the board of county 
commissioners may levy an amount not exceeding 
twenty per cent, of the amount required to be raised 
by such tax, to make up for such part of said tax as 
may be delinquent and remain unpaid ; and if there 
shall, after the payment of the amount subscribed in 
full, remain a surplus arising from the provisions of 
this act, the same shall be paid into the general fund 
of the county ; and any interest that may accrue upon 
the fund raised, in the hands of the county treasurer, 
shall be part of said fund, and credited to it by such 
treasurer. 

Sec. 9. No assessment made upon the stock of said ^^^"^^ 
county shaU be paid by the said treasurer, until three 
hundred thousand dollars of bona fide subscriptions 
shall be made to the capital stock of such company, 
exclusive of the amount subscribed by the said county ; 
and no assessment shall be paid until the county com- 
missioners shall have satisfactory evidence that at 
least two-thirds of the assessment made upon all the 
stocks, other than that held by the county, has been 
paid upon such assessment. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 25. 

INDEBTEDNESS OF DONIPHAN COUNTY. 

An Act to provide for bonding the indebtedness of Doniphan county. 

Be it en/icted hy the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That thirty thousand doUars of the bonds 
of Doniphan county, with coupons attached, may be 
issued upon the order of the board of county commis- 
sioners of said county, payable on the first day of 
January, A. D. 1883, and bearing interest at seven 
per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually at the 
oflBice of the county treasurer, which bonds shall be 
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signed by the chairman of the board of county com- 
missioners, and countersigned by the county clerk, and 
have the seal of the county attached, and which bonds 
shall specify to whom payable, the rate of interest, 
and time when the principal and interest shall be paid ; 
and such bonds shaU be issued in denominations of 
fifty, one hundred, five hundred, or one thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. Any person holding or owning any orders or 
warrants of said county, dated prior to March first, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, may, immediately 
after the passage of this act, present the same to the 
board of county commissioners of said county, at any 
meeting of the same, who are hereby authorized to 
cause bonds to be issued to said person, as provided 
in the first section of this act, for the amount of prin- 
cipal and interest of said warrants, and said orders or 
warrants shall be taken up and canceled; and said 
board may cause to be issued like bonds for the amount 
of any judgment against said county, satisfaction 
thereof to be entered of record ; and none of the bonds 
mentioned in section one of this act shall be issued in 
any manner or for any purpose, except as specified in 
this section. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the county clerk to 
obtain suitable blanks for the bonds provided for in 
this act. 

Sec. 4. That the board of county commissioners of 
said county shall cause to be levied and collected, each 
year, with the other taxes of the county, a sufficient 
amount to pay the interest, as the same accrues, on all 
bonds issued under the provisions of this act, and also 
to levy and collect a tax sufficient to create a sinking 
fund for the final redemption of such bonds ; which tax, 
when paid into the county treasury, shall be and re- 
main a specific fund for such purpose only, and shall 
not be appropriated or used in any other way, except 
as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 5. That the tax mentioned in the fourth section 
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of this act, levied and collected to create a sinking 
fund for the final redemption of the bonds issued under 
this act, shall be invested annually, if the same can be 
done advantageously to the county, by the board of 
county commissioners, in bonds of the State of Kan- 
sas, or of the county, or bonds of the United States, at 
their market value ; but in no case shall the same be 
purchased at a higher rate than their par value. Bonds 
of the state, and of the United States, so purchased, 
shall be held and retained by the treasurer, until the 
principal of the bonds issued under this act shall be- 
come due (unless the bonds so purchased shall sooner 
become due), and shall then be disposed of at the 
h^hest market rate, by order of the county commis- 
sioners ; and the proceeds of the sale of such bonds, 
purchased as aforesaid, shall be appropriated to the 
redemption of the bonds issued under the provisions 
of this act ; but all bonds of the county, purchased as 
aforesaid, shall have ''Canceled" written across the 
face of the bonds and the remaining coupons, with red 
ink, and the date of the cancelation shall be written 
on the face of the bonds so canceled, and the canceled 
bonds shall be deposited with the county clerk. 

Sec. 6, That whenever the interest on any bonds 
issued under the provisions of this act shall become 
due, the same shall be paid by the treasurer of the 
county, upon presentation of the proper coupons there- 
for ; and matured coupons of such bonds shall be re- 
ceived in payment of all taxes levied by virtue of this 
act, and all coupons so paid or received for taxes shall 
be canceled and filed with the county clerk. 

Sec. 7. The said county shall be responsible for the 
payment of the interest and principal of all bonds 
issued by virtue of this act, as the same may become 
due ; and it shall be the duty of the county clerk of 
said county to register such bonds in a book provided 
for that purpose, which registry shall show the date, 
number, amount, and to whom made payable, each of 
said bonds*

benefits of this act shall only extend to such persons as 
improve and cultivate ten acres of land the first 
year, and an additional number of ten acres for each 
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and every year during the said period of five years. 

This act shall not take effect or be in force SSTiS.' "** ^^ 
until a majority of voters of the county shall deter- 
mine, at the township election to be held on the fourth 
Monday in March, 1868, that they desire said act to 
become a law. 

Sec. 4. That the legal voters of the said county of SSH"''^*^ 
Cherokee shall, at the township election to be held in 
said county on the fourth Monday in March, 1868, vote 
upon the proposition, in the manner and form follow- 
ing, to wit : Each voter shall, at the time of casting his 
ballot for township officers, also cast votes for a herd 
law, or against a herd law ; and if, upon the canvass- 
ing? ^y tbe county commissioners, of the vote so cast, 
which shall be done at the time the votes for township 
officers is canvassed by them, it shall appear that a 
majority of all the votes cast are in favor of, or for a 
herd law, then the county commissioners shall make 
known the fact by public notice, published three times 
consecutively in the county paper, when the said law 
shall be considered in full force ; but if it shall appear 
that a majority of all the votes cast at said election is 
not in favor of, or is against a herd law, then this act 
to be null, and of no force or effect.

A CERTAIN ROAD— HUMBOLDT. 

An Act declaring a certain traveled road from Humboldt to the south line 

of the state a public highway. 

Be it enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That a road from Humboldt, via Big 
creek, crossing the same at the first ford below School- 
ey's, Connville creek at Hill's crossing, Erie, Catholic 
Mission, Trotter' s ford of the Neosho river, Montania, 
Oswego, to Chetopah, on the south line of the state, be 
and the same is hereby declared a public highway. 

Sec. 2. That the county board, transacting county 
business in the counties through which this road runs, 
shall have power to change the same under such regu- 
lations as is applicable to county roads : Providedj 
That no change shall be made in one county that will 
disconnect the road in the other.

Whereas, There are now actually residing upon the 
tract of land known as the "Cherokee neutral

•n 
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bona fide settlers upon said land, and citizens of 
Kansas, a large majority of whom, having settled 
upon the land subsequent to the date of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty between the government of the 
United States and the Cherokee Nation, are therefore 
excluded from the benefit of its provisions, but have 
nevertheless selected their homes and mad^ their 
improvements in good faith, believing that their 
right to purchase the same at the minimum price of 
the public domain would be ultimately recognized 
by the government ; and whereas, a majority of the 
settlers upon these lands were soldiers in the late war, 
and served their country faithfully during the rebel- 
lion, in so much that they are in indigent circum- 
stances, the humble houses they now occupy, with 
the improvements they have made thereon, compris- 
ing their little all of worldly possessions, and con- 
stituting their only resource for the support of 
themselves, their wives and children ; and whereas, 
it is currently reported and generally believed that 
all of these lands not occupied prior to the ratification 
of the treaty (August 11th, 1866) have been sold by 
the secretary of the interior, without any reservation 
or restriction as to the rights of the settlers thereon : ' . 
therefore, 

Be it resolved hy the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

That our senators in congress be instructed, and our 
representative requested, to use every means within 
their power to bring about such arrangements as shall 
protect all bona fide settlements heretofore made, and 
enable parties having improvements to purchase their 
homes in accordance (as to price and time of payment) 
with the existing pre-emption laws of the United States ; 
and if no such arrangement can be effected, then that 
all sales or purchases heretofore made by any and all 
parties whomsoever, of said Cherokee [neutral lands, 
be set aside, annulled and declared void, and such an 
act of congress passed as shall authorize the govern- 
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» 

ment to become the purchaser of the entire tract under 
the provisions of the above mentioned treaty, 

jResolvedy The secretary of state be and he is hereby 
instructed to transmit copies of the preamble and 
resolutions to our senators and representative in con- 
gress.

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LOCATE AND ESTABLISH A STATE ROAD. 
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An Act to locate and establish a state road. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That a state road shall be located as fol- 
lows, to wit : Beginning at the state road running from 
Leavenworth City to Fort Riley (known as the military 
road), in the connty of Jeflferson, at or near the present 
residence of David McKelvoy [McKelvy] ; thence on the 
most practicable route and ground, via the crossing of 
Grasshopper creek, near to the . present residence of 
John W. Owens, to the southwest comer of section 
thirty (30), in town eight (8), of range eighteen (18), in 
Jefferson county, Kansas ; thence on the most practi- 
cable route and ground, via the village of Grasshopper 
Falls, in Jeflferson county, to Muscotah, in Atchison 
county. 

Sec. 2. That I. M. Rosebrough, Ernest Summerfelt 
and John Wagoner, or a majority of them, shall act 
as a board of commissioners to locate the said road ; 
and they shall meet as soon as practicable after the 
passage of this act, and proceed to locate the said road ; 
and said board of commissioners shall be governed in 
all respects by the provisions of an act entitled "An act 
to establish certain state roads," approved February 
29th, 1864, except as herein otherwise provided. 

Sec. 3. That as soon as the said road is located, the 
commissioners shall file their report, with a plat of the 
same, in the offices of the county clerks of the counties 
of Jeflferson and Atchison ; and said road ^hall be es- 
tablished as a state road from and after the filing of 
said report ; and the proper officers are hereby directed 
to cause said road to be opened forthwith. The said 
count}'' clerks are hereby directed to record the proceed- 
ings of said road commissioners, and a copy of said 
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record shall be evidence, in all places, of the location 
and establishment* of said road. 

Sec. 4. This act to take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication once in The Kansas Daily 
Tribwu.

Section 1. That the state road establislied by an «»««•«'•*•*• '°^- 
act of the legislature, approved February 27, 1866, 
numbered 26 in said act, and designated to run from 
Holton, in Jackson county, J3y way of McGuire's 
crossing, on Red Vermillion, and the Rocky Ford, on 
Big Blue river, to intersect the state road on the west 
side of the Big Blue river, be and the same is hereby 
changed ^between the following points, namely : Com- 
mencing at a point four rods north of the southeast 
corner of the northeast quarter of section thirty-three, 
township six, range eleven ; thence in a northwestern 
direction, about one hundred and seventy rods, to the 
east bank of a creek ; thence south along the eastern 
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bank of the same, about seventy rods, to the line of 
said road. 

Sec. 2. That the original line of said road between 
said points is hereby vacated. 

Sec. 3. This act to take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

EELATING TO TAXES. 

An Act to correct certain mistakes in regard to the school taxes of the 

city of Topeka. 

Whereas, Through mistake, a portion of the city 
school taxes, levied and assessed by the city of 
Topeka, for the year 1867, was not placed upon the 
tax roll of the county of Shawnee, ot collected ; and, 
whereas, a portion of the city was assessed as a part 
of another school district, and a larger amount of 
taxes levied therein than was legally levied by the 
city of Topeka for school purposes : now, therefore, 

Be it enacted hy the Legislature of the State cf Kansas : 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the county clerk 
of the county of Shawnee, in making out the tax rolls 
of said county for the year 1868, to enter upon the tax 
roll, in a separate column, as delinquent school taxes 
for 1867, the amount of all city school taxes levied 
upon any property or person in said city, for the year 
1867, and not entered upon the tax rolls for that year ; 
and it shall be the duty of the treasurer of said county 
to collect the said delinquent school taxes at the same 
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• time and in the same manner as if said taxes were i 
levied and collected for the year 1868, and the same, 
when collected, shall be paid over to the treasurer of 
the board of education of the city of Topeka. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer of the said county of Shawnee 
shall refund, on demand of the i)erson who shall have 
paid the same, any excess in amount of his or her 
Topeka city school tax, over the amount levied by 
the city of Topeka for the year 1867, upon any prop- 
erty in said city, and when refunded, the board of 
county commissioners of said county shall give said 
treasurer credit therefor. 

Sec. 3. Topeka city, or district school taxes entered 
upon the tax rolls of Shawnee county for said year 
1867, for an amount larger than that levied by the said 
city of Topeka, for said year, and uncollected, shall be 
collected by said treasurer, only to an amount equal 
to the levy made by the said city, for said year, and 
the said ,treasurer shall be credited with the excess ; 
but such school taxes shall be claimed and held valid 
to the amount levied by the said city for said year. 

Sec. 4. All district or city school taxes collected in 
the city of Topeka for the year 1867, shall be paid to 
the treasurer of the board of education of said city, in 
the same manner as if no mistakes had been made in 
including any portion of said city in another school 
district. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take eflfect upon its publication 
once in the State Journal, and shall be published im- 
mediately after its approval.

An Act to restrict the tolls of the Topeka, and the Leavenworth, DeSoto 

and Fort Scott bridge companies. i 

Whereas, The Topeka bridge company, a corpora- 
tion organized under and by virtue of the provisions 
of an act entitled ''An act to enable the tmstees of 
colleges, academies, universities and other institu- 
tions, societies and companies to become bodies cor- 
porate," approved February 9th, 1859, propose to 
erect a suspension or other permanent bridge across 
the Kansas river, at the city of Topeka : now, there- 
fore, in consideration of the erection of said bridge, 
by said company, 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the rates of toll to be collected by fctoofton.,! 
said company or their assigns, upon such suspension 
or other permanent bridge, to be erected by said 
company, shall be fixed by said company at rates not 
exceeding those specified in the following schedule, to 
wit : Footmen, over (and return same day), five cents ; 
one horse or mule, and rider, fifteen cents; vehicle 
drawn by not more than two horses, mules or oxen, 
twenty-five cents; vehicle drawn by not more than 
four horses, mules or oxen, forty cents ; vehicle drawn 
by not more than six hores, mules or oxen, fifty cents ; 
vehicles drawn by more than six mules, horses or 
oxen, seventy-five cents ; loose horses, mules or cattle, 
each five cents ; sheep or hogs, each three cents. 

Seo. 2. The said company shall post up in a con- Portiip>toioft<»n« 
spicuous place at each end of said bridge, a schedule 
of the rates of toll adopted by them — written, painted 
or printed, in a legible manner ; and no tolls shall be 
collected by said company, upon said bridge, until • 
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they have complied with the requirements of this sec- 
tion. 

Seo. 3. No toll shall be collected on said bridge, or 
the bridge now owned by said company, from any 
child between the ages of five and twenty-one ye^-rs, 
going to or returning on foot from attendance as a 
pupil in any of the public schools of the city of Topeka. 

Seo. 4. That the rates of toll hereby established, 
shall apply to and be rates for the bridge being 
erected across the Kansas river at DeSoto, Johnson 
county, by the Leavenworth, DeSoto and Port Scott 
bridge company. 

Sec. 5. This act to take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 54.

An Act to define and regulate the tolls of the Ottawa bridge company, in 

Franklin county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Bataoftoib. SECTION 1. That the Ottawa bridge company be 

and they are hereby authorized and empowered to 
charge and collect a rate of tolls, for passing the bridge 
owned by said company, at not higher than the follow- 
ing rates, to wit: One vehicle, drawn by not more 
than two horses, mules, oxen or other animals, twenty- 
five cents (25c.) ; one vehicle, drawn by more than two 
horses, mules, oxen or other animals, thirty-five cents 

. (36c.) ; one pleasure carriage, drawn by one horse or 
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mule, twenty cents (20c.) ; any other vehicle, drawn 
by one animal, ten cents (10c.) ; one horse, mule or 
other animal, with rider, ten cents (10c.) ; one foot 
person and return, five cents (5c.) ; every loose horse, 
mule and cattle, five cents (5c.) ; every sheep and hog, 
two cents (2c.) ; all children under twenty-one years 
of age, going to and returning from school or church, 
in the town of Ottawa, shall pass free : And provided 
furtlier^ That all funeral processions shall pass free. 

That the board of directors of said company 
may, at any time, contract with citizens of the county <^*'**** 
of Franklin for crossing said bridge by the year, and 
fix the price therefor ; not in any case to exceed the 
foregoing rates.

day of January, 1868, be and the same is hereby 
legalized and declared to be in every respect the legal 
and sufficient plat thereof, the same as if it had been 
duly acknowledged and recorded at the proper time ;

indorse the same upon a correct plat of each town, 
village or city in said county, the plat of which was 
destroyed on the 2l8t day of August, A. D. 1863, and 
to file the same as though they were original plats ; and 
such plats so filed, and such plats as have been already 
filed in the proper office, whenever the certificate there- 
in provided shall have been affixed thereto or indorsed 
thereon, shall be evidence, and have all the force and 
eflfect in law and equity, from the date of such filing, 
as though they were original plats, acknowledged, cer- 
tified to and filed, as provided by law.

An Act to vacate parts of certain streets and alleys. 

Be it enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. Tliat forty feet of the east side of Wood '''* 
street, and all of said street lying north of Main street, 
and the alleys between lots D and E, and lots F and 
G ; all of Hockiday and Hall streets, east of said Wood 
street, to the Neosho river, and the alley in block 
number forty-six, known as court house square, and 
all of Front street lying north of Columbia street, in 
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the town of Council Grove, Morris county, are hereby 
vacated. 

S2l5'iS*Si6U ^^^- ^' ""^^^ *^® following streets and alleys in the 
village of Grasshopper Falls, Jefferson county, Kansas, 
to wit : All that portion of Lorett street west of Mul- 
berry; that portion of Lorett street east of Frazer 
avenue ; that portion of Louisa street west of Elm ;
